OFFSIDE! The offside rule probably is the most controversial in the 
game. Many people don’t understand it. Many others understand it 
and dispute referees’ decisions. 
Simply, a player is in an offside position if, at the time the ball is 
played forward to him, there are fewer than two defenders (one can 
be goalkeeper) between him and the goal. 
If a ball is played back by a defender, a forward in an offside position 
is played on-side and he may pursue the ball.

THE ROW IS OVER 


The lengthy and at times bitter Queensland State League row is over. 


The top three clubs from 
last season, Mount 
Gravatt, Eastern Suburbs 
and Grange Thistle, this 
ee will play in the Bris- 

ane First Division, 

Reserve teams from PSL 
clubs Brisbane City and 
‘Lions will play in the State 
League. 

The decision looms as a 
victory for the three clubs 
and a compromise by the 
Queensland Soccer Federa- 
tion management commit- 
tee, which was desperate to 
solve the situation as the 
April 3 fixture starting date 
reply approached. 

he compromise was 
made at a council of clubs 
meeting at Perry Park last 
Tuesday and followed an 
adjournment of the appeal 
13 days earlier by the three 
clubs against their place- 
ment in the unglamorous 
South-East Queensland 
League. 

The clubs were rep- 
resented at the appeal by a 
barrister and a solicitor and 
the compromise came 
about after talks between 
the barrister and QSF pres- 
ident Ian Brusasco follow- 
ing the adjournment. 

The QSF has benefited in 
the compromise by the fact 
that their somewhat uncon- 
stitutional moves to include 
PSL clubs in the State 
League now has the all- 
clear from the council of 
clubs. Mount Gravatt, 
Easts and Thistle still face 
$2,000 fines for withdraw- 
ing from the State League 
after November 30 last 
year, but indications are 
they will appeal against this 
— despite feelings among 
many that they should pay 
up and be content with 
their victory. 


The decision now means 
Brisbane Soccer followers 
will have a feast of poten- 
tially entertaining matches 
each weekend — perhaps 
too many. 

The, First Division games 
will be played midweek and 
on Saturdays, while the 
State League, as in past 
seasons, will be in competi- 
tion to PSL games on 
Sundays. 

The move back to First 
Division is certain to be a 
financial boost for the three 
clubs, whose coffers had al- 
most reached rock-bottom 
after competing in the cost- 
ly State-wide competition, 

Their regular appearance 
in Brisbane is certain to 
bring back many spectators 
and there is a real and like- 
ly risk the First Division 
will become better 
supported than the State 
League. 

The OSF obviously real- 
ises this but were forced 
into the compromise as the 
stalemate situation had 
dragged on for nearly three 
months. 

But the QSF has covered 
itself by saying the com- 
promise is for the 1982 sea- 
son only and there will be a 
complete restructuring of 
the Federation this year. 

Regionalisation of the 
State League is almost in- 
evitable and the inclusion 
of City and Lions has been 
made just a little quicker 
than was always expected.
